ALTONA‘S BUDGET 


Altona’s ‘ratepayers will not welcome 
the announced increased payments for rates. 


Altona Council has adopted - certain’ 
standards for works, services and amenities 
and atso for conditions for its employees. 
There are differences of opinion, as to. the 
adequacy or even the necessity for some of 
these provisions. There is no doubt their 
continuance is dependent on sufficient 
monies being available. The increased rates 
so become necessary. - 


The budgeting expenditure is not nearly 
covered by payments from ratepayers, There 
are government grants and transfers and 
sundry fees. In addition a large amount of 
loan money will be, required. In a growing 
and progressive community it is at least 
reasonable that capital works from which 
future ratepayers will receive benefit should 
be financed by loans. The position must be 
closely watched for the annual interest and 
redemption charges are of course to be met 
out of ‘current receipts, A large part of the 

_ expenditure will be on service commitments 
which generally speaking show rises only for 
‘increased costs and population.

Land acquisition for various purposes 
has become necessary. Included are areas for 
reserves and road developments. 


- Three substantial provisions, the library 
building and service, dressing pavilion in 
Grant Reserve and subway iri Millers Road 
iMustrate the varied activity of a munteipal

shows that with its high ideal of fluoridisa- + 
tion in the future the council will also Be in 
the forefront with presen aid. 


Regrettably no trisificn has been made 
of the swimming pool. First things first has 
been council policy but surely the Shire 
has reached the state of development that 
the provision of this essential amenity is now 
practical. 


The increased impost on ratepayers and 
possibly errors of commission or ommission 
in the details of work to be done may lead 
to criticism. 


But the council with the assistance of 
its officers has presumably taken an object- 
tive viewpoint on the needs of the Shire and 
its people. The detailed estimate of income 
and expenditure for the Shire is a considered 
document which needs to be studied with 
equal consideration by Altona citizens.
